St. Joseph’s College annual Sci- 
ence Day will be held on Sunday, 
April 22, from 1-5 p.m. in the 
Science Building. Exhibits of wide- 
spread interest in the fields of 
mathematics, physics, biology, ge- 
ology, and chemistry will be dis- 
played for the enjoyment of stu- 
dents and parents alike._ 

Members of the Albertus Mag- 
nus Society first conceived the idea 
of a Science Day in the fall of 
1 9 40, for the purpose of acquaint- 
ing students on both college and 
high-school level with the type of 
practical study pursued in the var- 
ious science departments on cam- 
pus. Although a striking success in 
earlier years, its popularity has de- 
clined somewhat recently, because 
of poor publicity and planning. 
Recognizing the need for positive 


action toward restoring .interest, 
present members of the Albertus 
Magnus Society have embarked on 
a comprehensive publicity cam- 
paign.
